No other insect pest does so much 
| damawe to the vineyards in Cali- 
fornia as the grape-vine-hopper. To 
aid the vineyardists to fight this tiny 
' pest the University. of (California 
j has just published a bulletin by H. 
J. Quayle Associate Professor of 
Entomology, of the staff of the Cit- 
rus Experiment Station at Riverside, 
in which he tells how to make and 
apply a spray, consisting of a pint 
of forty per cent ‘black-leaf and a 
third of a gallon of liquid soap, (or 
else two pounds of hard soap) to 
two hundred gallons of water. This 
has been found very effective in 
| killing the nymphs or young. Ma- 
| terial sufficient to spray one acre 
‘of vineyards cost about three dollars. 

The first signs of injury from this 
pest are a mottling of the leaves 
with gray and greer. Then the 
leaf turns silvery, then yellow and 
‘brown, then it drops from the vine. 
| This loss of leaves prevents the 
_8rapes from maturing properly and 
| Prevents the canes from ripening 
‘normally for the next year’s wood, 
‘which means that the vine may be 
more or less stunted in growth. It 
is only when the hoppers grow ex- 
_ tremely numerous, however, that 
jenough injury is done to warrant 
, treatment. It is the warmer interi- 
‘or valleys in which the grape-vine- 


hopper thrives most, and it seldom | 


becomes injurious in the Coast val- 
leys nor in Southern California, ex- 
cept in the reclaimed desert region. 

It is somewhat helpful to turn 
sheep into the vineyard in the fall, 
to eat the leaves, thus reducing 
jthe number of insects the next 
| year. Early plowing is also of some 
‘slight aid if practiced generally in 
a district. 

The adult grape-vin. :oppers are 
almost impossible to kill by spray- 
ing, ‘but the young quickly suc- 
cumb. 

This circular can be obtained free 
by writing to the College of Agricul- 
ture at the University.

Boston, April 11 

—Pastor Russell 
spoke here today. 
We report his dis- 
course on Luke 
16:23, “In Hell he 
lifted up his eyes.” 

. By way of intro- 
duction the Pastor 
explained that the 
Old Testament 
tells ug that at 
deeth all mankind 
go to Sbeol—the 

‘ - tomb; and that the 
New Testament tell the same story, 
using the Greek word Hades as the 
equivalent of the Hebrew Sheol; but 
that In modern translations of the Bi- 
ble difficulty is encountered. Nearly all 
modern translations bave been made 
within the last five centuries. For thir- 
teen centuries before, the Bible had 
been little known. 

| When Bible study revived. the errors 
which had crept in were so entrenched 

in men's minds that the translators |

| 


the Bible unconsciously gave little 
| twists in their endeavor to have it say 
| what they thought it meant. Only when 
| it was impossible to translate the word 
; Sheol as Hell did they give its true 
| meaning—the tomb. But do their best, 
they could so translate only less than 
half the whole number of its occur- 
| rences. The Revised Version retains 
the words Sheol and Hades, leaving the 
reader to discover their meaning. 


Two Escape From Hell. 

| The Pastor then told of several who 
| escaped from Hell. The Propbet Jonah 
was in the fish’s belly for parts of 
three days. He calls it his tomb-belly, 
a sheol-belly. Jesus tells us that Jo 
nah's experiences typified His own— 
that as Jonah was in the sheol-belly 
of the fish, so Jesus would be in the 
| sheol of eurth. St. Peter shows that 
| this was prophesied of Jesus, saying, 
j“Thou wilt not leave My soul in 
Hades"—the tomb. He declares that 
God fulfilled this by raising Jesus from 
the dead.—Acts 2:27. 

Whoever gets the proper focus will 
see that all, good and bad, go down to 
the tomb—to Sheol, Hades, called in 
our Bibles Hell. The Scriptures dis- 
tinctly tell that “the dead know not 
anything”; that “there is neither wis- 
dom, nor knowledge. nor device. in 
Sheol, whither thou goest’— whither all 
go; that “the wages of sin is death”; | 
; and that “the soul that sinneth shall 
die.” There is nothing in the Bier 
for the commonly accepted thought 
that those who die go to Heaven or | 
Purgatory or eternal torment. In this 
connection the speaker carefully ex: | 
plained that the term Gehenna, also 
translated Hell, is a Scripture symbol 
of the Second Death. 


The Rich Man In Hell. 


The remainder of the discourse was 
a very reasonable interpretation of the 
parable of The Rich Man and Lazarus. 
The Pastor bolds that the story is a 
‘parable, not a literal statement. He 
; considers it unreasonable to suppose

his character. a man sbould be roast-

of typical justificution. These things 
belonged to the Jew exclusively until 
his’ national rejection and the subse 
quent receiving of the Gentiles 

As the Jew died to His favor. eo the 
Gentile died to His disfavur As anzels 
carried Lazarus to Abrabam's buser. 
so the early Jewish Church. God's mes 
Ssengers. received believing Gentiles 
into full fellowship as brethren. Thus 
figuratively Lazarux was tuken into 
Abrabam’'s bosom—treated as bis child. 
—Galatians 3:8 16. 29. 

The Rich Man represented two tribes 
—Judab aod Benjamin. In the same 
projwertion the five brethren would rep- 
resent the other ten tribes. That only 
Israelites could be meant is shown in 
the statement. “They have Moses and 
the Prophets.” The Gentiles had them 
not.
